Berlin.—Under the presidency of 
Duke Ernst Guenther Zu Schleswig 
Holstein, Emperor William’s brother- 
in luw, tho Middle European Econom¬ 
ic Society was formally founded here 
last week. It aims to procure the os 
tablishnii'iit of a middle European 
economic alliance on the linos pro 
claimed by Count Goluchowski, tho 
Auatro Hungarian Minister for For¬ 
eign Ml'airs, several years ago. 

The president declared tho society 
was formed to defend Germany from 
an overflow of foreign goods, to 
strengthen German rapacity in the 
markets of tin' world, ami, above all, 
to meet American competition. 

Professor Julius Wolff of Breslau, 
tin' economist and intellectual found 
er of tli(> society, explained that till' 
idea originated from observation of 
American progress, which was due to 
the “boundless possibil it ies opened to 
that energetic race by it- large unified 
domost ic market.' ’ 

It was quite feasible to tut reduce it 
greater division of labor ami speciali¬ 
zation, both in this county and be¬ 
tween tlm countries embraced in the 
plan nt the Middle European Econom¬ 
ic Society, with the view of ehcnpnil 
ing production. A flirt her step would 
be ii reform of the most favored na 
tion principle, which mu~t be brought, 
into harmony with reciprocity. I’rob 
ably the greatest task of t lie sue let y, 
however, will be tlie crontion of eco 
noin ic all iitucos between nations with 
common interests.

GREAT CORK FORESTS OF ITALY DESTROYED 

BY DEPREDATIONS OF RECKLESS WOODMEN 

I TALY was formerly a large producer of cork, but the splendid cork-oak 
forests which were Us pride and profit are now practically extinct, for no 
care was taken to replace those that were destroyed. We are using in 
the same way tlie great timber forests of our own country. In some of the 
Italian provinces—as, for Instance, in Calabria—the trees have been felled 
nnd used for charcoal-making. In other provinces they have been cut down 
on account of their high potash contents. The cork industry is quite an im¬ 
portant one nnd will now receive n fresh impetus, a new process having 
been discovered by which large pieces can be made out of small ones, so 
that cork waste can be utilized In large quantities. This Is all tlie more 
Important, as the price of cork increases steadily, both on account of the 
growing demand and tlie lessened supply of the raw material. 

Large forests of cork-oak trees are existing in Spain, Portugal, France, 
Algeria and Tunis. None are found In Asia Minor and only rarely in Greece 
and European Turkey, although the climates seem to be favorable for their 
growth. The area covered by those forests is estimated at 300,000 hectares 
(741,300 acres) In Portugal, 230,000 hectares (617,750 ncres) in Spain, 280.00b 
hectares (691,880 acres) in Algeria and only 80,000 hectares (197,750 acres) 
remain in Italy. 

YVhlle Spain still furnishes 32,800 tons of cork annually, the production 
of Italy lias decreased to 4,000 tons. The value of tlie Spanish exports of 
cork amount to $6,000,000 per year, against less than $250,000 for Italy. 
Only Sicily nnd Sardinia are still producing cork to any considerable extent 
in Itnly, while tlie former great oak forests of Calabria arc almost totally 
destroyed. It seems incomprehensible that this destruction lias lias been 
permitted. The trees easily reach an age of 200 years. They yield cork in 
their thirtieth yixir and continue to do so every seven years. Seventy-five 
years ago the English demand for cork was supplied exclusively from Italv' 
The destruction of the remaining forests goes on uninterruptedly, and nobody 
seems to try to prevent It or to plant new forests, In spite of the fact that 
Italy possesses the most favorable climate and soil for the cork-oak the 
most favorable conditions for its growth being found in the volcanic soil of 
the peninsula.

long ago, being examined for an increase of his quarterly allowance. Mr. 
Bailey modestly states that the Incident on which the song was founded 
occurred many years ago, when he was a boy attending school In Bucyrus. 
He was always of a roving disposition, and at the age of IB was preparing 
to go West. One of the wits in tho class, after he had seen that Mr. Bailey’s 
mind was fully made up to leave, made a remark at the depot that was 
quickly taken up. Just as Mr. Bailey stepped on the passenger coach one of 
Ills friends, a man by the name of Joseph Parker, said: “Oh, won’t you 
come home. Bill Bailey?” This was the first Mr. BRiley and his friends ever 
heard of the remark, and It has clung to him to this day. 

Mr. Bailey was born In Seneca County, New York, and at the age of 4 
came to Seneca County, Ohio. He then went to Crawford County, where 
he remained until ho was 15 years old. He drifted West In the employ of 
the Northwestern Fur Company anil located at Iudlnnoln, Texas.

He declared that the dead man 
could not enter heaven, lie said that 
an Ethiopian could not reach the state 
of exaltation necessary to entrance 
into heaven. Ills soul was doomed be. 
tore his birth. 

Eugene Burns was a grandson of 
Abel Burns, the body servant of Jo¬ 
seph Smith, the prophet of the Mor 
tnou Church. Abel, according to I’nt- 
riarcli Miner, Is the only one of his 
race who ever succeeded in gaining 
into heaven. The reason he was suc¬ 
cessful was his (idclity to Joseph 
I Smith, the prophet. 

“For the colored race," said Patrl- 
| areii Miner, "there is an exalted state 
in the next world into which they 
may go. Provision has been made In 
] tlie teachings of the Prophet Joseph so 
that the negro may step up into that 
preliminary stale of exaltation, and 
when he gets there a chance is given 
j him to accept redemption according to 
j the teachings of Joseph Smith.” 

Mr. Brown immediately arose and 
declared that no such teachings exist- 
! ed in the Bible. In refutation of the 
j assertions of tlie patriarch he read 
several selections from the Bible, clt 
mg instances where men with black 
skins had been saved. 

Burns’ widow fainted during Patri¬ 
arch Miner’s revelation.- Salt Lake 
City dispatch to New York Sun.

PLANT LITE SHOWS BEGINNING 01 NERVES. 

Hr Andrew Wilson. 

That certain plants are highly sensitive Is a 
fact doubtless familiar to many readers. Wo 
have the case of the English sundews, whose 
leaves are provided with sensitive feelers. When 
an unwary fly stumbles across the leaf its legs 
become entangled In the gummy secretion of the 
tentacles, and these last liend downward over I 
the insect, nnd thus tic it to the leaf surface. ] 
Escape Is impossible; the insect dies, and the 
| leaf c inverts Itself Into a digestive hollow, within which] 
! the Insect ts digested by means of secretions nearly akin 
to those which are represented In the animal's digestive 
j work. Tlie resultant. In tlie shape of animal matter, Is 
j absorbed by the plant as part and parcel of Its nourish 
ment. Without insect food these plants on mint flourish. 

! It is tlie general rule of nature that the animal feeds on 
I the plant. Here the ordinary order of tilings Is reversed; 

! for tlie plant, as If In retaliation, demands the sacrifice 
of the animal to Its nutritive needs. Other plants exhibit a 
high degree of sensitiveness Intended to assist the capture 
of insect prey. The "Venus fly trap” of North Garni inn Is 
an example In point. Its leaf is divided by a hinge into 


two lobes, or halves. Each half is provided with three 
sensitive hairs. If an insect touches :i hair the leaf halves 
close upon it after the manner of the old fashioned rat trap, 
only tlie insect is indostd within the leaf and Is there duly 
digested. 

To explain these curious facts we ha veto take a broad and 
general view of vegetable existence at large. It is a matter 
of common observation that ordinary plants show a certain 
degree of sensitiveness to heat and to cold. The daisies 
on the lawn will close their petals when a cold wave comes 
and open them again will n the sun shines. We may with 
safety assume that no living being, animal or plant, Is nou 
sensitive. They must one and all possess a faculty of sen¬ 
sation, for the plain reason that one and all possi-ss living 
matter, and everywhere we meet with living matter we 
tind it exhibiting sensitiveness as one of Its primary quaii 
ties, is this the beginning of nerves? In my opinion it 
Is. We have only to suppose that in the animal body, ow¬ 
ing to its special construction, there is freer scope for the 
play of nervous action than exists in the plant to explain 
why sensitiveness Is more apparently a quality anil feature 
of the animal than It Is of its living neighbor.

MAGNETIC WATER PROPERTIES 

When First Used Mioiveil Powcrfnlty 
Corrosive *! itlttes. 

So absurd lias the notion that water 
could have magnetic properties seemed 
to competent judges that stories of 
its discovery have been generally dis¬ 
credited. M. O. Leighton, a hydro 
grapher of the United States geological 
survey, lias been Investigating some of 
these marvelous talcs, and lie feels 
obliged to confirm them. The scene 
of his inquiry was Indiana, and lie de¬ 
clares that he lias found such water hi 
throe parts of the State. One locality 
Is Cnrtoraburg Springs, another is Le¬ 
banon. and a third is Fort Wayne. At 
all of tli sc places the fluid po&essBes, 
for a short time after rising from tlie 
earth, the power of magnetizing steel 
objects Immersed therein. 

From a contribution of Mr. Leighton 
to tlie Engineering News It appears 
that the water contains a quantity of 
carlionlc acid gas, and It retains the 
property Just mentioned until the gas 
escapes. After that double change 
takes place a sediment, whieli ts proli- 
ubly ferrous carbonate, is formed at 
the bottom of the receptacle. 

Repeatedly, before dipping knives 
and needles Into the water. Mr. Leigh¬ 
ton would test them carefully to lie 
sure that they were not already mag¬ 
netized. Then five minutes after Im¬ 
mersion those objects were withdrawn. 
They so attracted each other that one 
would hang from another, point to 
point. One of tlie knives was found 
to exhibit magnetic qualities thirty 
hours after iinin rslun. Another experi¬ 
ment made by Mr. Leighton personally 
at Cartcrslnug Springs was to place a 
compass net die near the pool. Here n 
marked deflection from Its not mat 
position was observed. 

At l/cbanou tho water comes from a 
driven well of the Big Four Railroad 
Company. When It was first used in 
locomotives It betrayed [towerfully cor¬ 
rosive qualities. For that reason It was 
almost ruinous to hollers. Dr. John 
H. Hurty, the company’s chemist, could 
find no Ingredients which would ac¬ 
count for the peculiarity. Later, when 
he had learned that the fluid would 
magnetlzp axes and knives, he advised 
allowing it to stand In an iron tank for 
a time before using It In hollers. That 
scheme rendered It innocuous.—New 
York Tribune.

Prehistoric Skulls Discovered in a 
Cave in South western Missouri. 

Prof. C. N. Gould, of the University 
of Oklahoma, recently \isited a cave 
in Southwestern Missouri where exca¬ 
vations have been going on for a fort¬ 
night, and will last as much longer 
before they are completed. The cave 
is seventy feet long in the solid roi k, 
and the bottom is covered with a layer 
of ashes over three feet deep, and this 
Is being dug up and searched. Out ot 
the debris of ashes ami clay have been 
dug four human skeletons, together 
with bones of other animals. The 
arms are unduly long and the legs un¬ 
duly short, which argues that the skel¬ 
etons belong to an ancient period. 

Flint Instruments of ail kinds, knives, 
spear beads, drills, as well as bone 
and stone instruments, are found in 
great abundance. 

The surface of the cave is of lime¬ 
stone, worn perfectly smooth, probably 
by long generations of use by the elid 
dwellers. Dr. Peabody tells of a 
sbcepfokl at Mycene of similar lime¬ 
stone worn smooth in a like manner 
by long use by the sheep.
